Orthodox Doctrine. 



Inalato edition of tlio "Canadian 
Illustrated News" -we find an able ar- 
ticle upon the all-absorbing fcopio of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. Inas- 
much as the journal in question does 
not identify itself -with either politi- 
cal party and assuredly cannot be sus- 
pected of leaning to the party now in 
power, the article may bo regarded as 
po&aessing the rare and valuable qual- 
ity of freedom from political bias. It 
Bets out with a statement of the histori- 
cal fact that th© revenue of the Dom- 
inion rose from '; $13,600,000, in 1867- 
68 to $20,800,000 in 1872-73. and it 
drawn a vivid picture of what may re- 
eonably bo expected in the future. 
The railway policy of the present Ad- 
ministration it regards ae one of cau- 
tious unwillingness torisk anything 
through taking too sanguine a view 
of the Dominion affairs — a caution 
■which it thinks there has been much 
in th« political circumstances of the 
tim», takan in connection with a tem- 
porary deficit, to induco. These are, 
however, mere incidents of the passing 
hour, and in regarding a national or 
Imperial undertaking such as tho 
Paoific Railway, that has to bo carried 
overs considerable period before it can 
lee brought to completion, the country 
■will do witely to dwell upon the terms 
of the general rate of progress. Noth- 
ing can be more oertain than that an 
improved annual balance will ero long 
giv« rise to greater hopefulness in tho 
public mind as to expenditures for 
new works; and with the Intercolonial 
Railway and tho stupenduous canal 
improvements off her hands, Canada 
trill soon feel more free-handed to 
prosecute with vigour her great inter- 
oceanic road. These lesser works, in- 
dispensable as they are, and by no 
means promotive of despondency in 
any fair estimate of their reproductive 
value, have formed tho chief financial 
embarrassment in the comnienconiint 
of a work of greater magnitude. 
We quote: "And as we come 
to consider the ways and means for 
this great work, we cannot fail to ob- 
serve that the increase in our annual 
receipts of revenue in 1872-3, as com- 
pared with 1867-8, amounts to a greater 
rum than the entire annual interest that we 
should have need to expend to LuSid and 
equip the great inter -oceanic road, even were 
all the capital contracted/or atoncc, which, 
of course, it would not be. May we 
not, then, we ask, regard the future 
from a truly cheerful point of view? 
We certainly think so. The fact is; 
our national enterprises have been 
crowded upon the country alltogother, 
have all boen claiming our best atten- 
tion at the same time; and it would bo 
difficult for any nation or dependency 
to do full justice to everything on the 
inBtant. Canada has done very re- 
spectably, from a general view, since 
the new regime of things was inaugu- 
rated. The leBson of the hour would 
seem to be that she may take heart of 
grace and go forward on lior course, 
trusting in that watchf ulProvidonce tha 
has helped her in the past." Having 
pointed out the influence of these gi- 
gantic works and expenditures ns a 
means of introducing population and 
capital, developing the natural wealth 
of the country and swelling the re- 
venue, it proceeds to propound tho 
following orthodoxy. "If the works 
lira wisely set about, the actual public re- 
venue arising out of the expenditure in the 
country of the money borrowed will at once 
exceed the entire amount of Interest ice shall 
have to pay to secure the use of that capital. 
This is but the law of all well-organi- 
zed nation all works in new and pros- 
perous countries. * * * * Who 
can measure the rate of our progress, 
if we act with common sonse and 
honour, and keep moving? Mr. Mac- 
kenzie has beon cautious and watchful, 
and wo cannot altogether blame him. 
But ho will doubtless be as ready ns 
some of us who have smaller responsi- 
bilities to go with tho stream of pros- 
perity we reasonably anticipate, as well 
aa to preserve to the people tho fruit a 
of their own labour and self-denial in 
tha creation of great public highways, 
a work of protection in which wo con- 
fidently expect they will bo glad to as- 
sist him." 



The Brewing Embroglio 

During the lato session of tho Do- 
minion Parliament an Act was passed 
for the purpose of regulating or rather 
restricting distilling and browing in 
Manitoba and British Columbia, 'Xho 
alleged occasion for such legislation 
in respect of the two Provinces named 
was that, owing to considerations of 
distance and tho difficulty cf travel.tho 



expense attending carrying out the re- 
gulations of the Department under 
which there industries fall would ren- 
der the licencing of distilleries and 
breweries in distant localities practi- 
cally impossible. Without conceding 
the general principle that a Govern- 
ment is altogether justified in creating 
complex and burdensome regulations 
and then arbitrarily suppressing legi- 
timate industries on the plea of ex- 
penso in carrying out such regulations, 
wo aio willing to admit that, under 
certain conceivable circumstances, tho 
plea might not bo altogother without 
tho force of reason. Turning, how- 
ever, from general principles to parti- 
cular cases, we have no hesitation in 
saying that, as the Act appears to bo 
framed, its provisions fall unjustly on 
British Columbia and interfero in a 
most harsh and unjustifiablo way with 
vested rights. The Act, it seems, 
limits tho business in quostion to Vic- 
toria and New Westminster. Now, 
there has been for many years, ever 
since 1864, if wo mistake not, a brew- 
ery in activG operation in Barkerville. 
There has been also for many years a 
brewery and distillery at Williams 
Lako; and although it has not been all 
tho time in active operation, the pro- 
prietor has recently incurred no incon- 
siderable outlay for the purposo of 
plac ing the establishment upon a foot- 
ing to comply with the requirements 
of the Department. Now, to closo up 
these establishments would not only 
be an act of high-handed injustice to 
the proprietors themselves, but it 
would practically be to deprive tho 
people of that remote rogiou of their 
beer. There is another, although au- 
eillury, consideration not to bo lost sight 
of in this nonueotion. The farmers of 
these remote parts cannot send their 
barley to the seaboard markets, and 
cannot find consumers for it in tho in- 
tcrior; and it would see m an additional 
act of cruelty to doprive them even of 
tho limited demand created by those 
manufactures. The Act would, there- 
fore, doprive the people beyond tho 
Cascades of their beer, for so bulky an 
article cannot well be sent five hun- 
dred miles inland with existing means 
of transport; and it would cut off an 
important market for their barley, for 
they cannot, under existing circum- 
stances, send it to tie seaboard. Thus, 
then, a double and glaring hardship 
must arise out of tho enforcement of the 
provisions of the Aot,in so far as the 
country beyond the Cascades is con- 
cerned. Tho case of Nauaimo is in 
some respects different; and yet the 
differenco is not such as to render less 
inexcusable tho legislation to which 
objection is taken, but rather the re- 
verse. Why, wo should be glad to 
know, is Nanaimo excluded and New 
Westminster .included? With a very 
much larger population and many 
times greater cousumption of beer, 
Nanaimo is nearer to Victoria than 
New Westminster. Tho ploa of dis- 
tance and expense, therefore.cornplete- 
ly falls to tho ground, and we confess 
that wo are utterly at a loss to under- 
stand why Nanaimo was left out of the 
pale of beer-making. To closo down 
upon tho enterprising firm in tho 
brewing business there, who have 
but recently suceeded in estab- 
lishing a flourishing business, would 
unquestionably bo an act of the harahost 
interference with vested rights, while it 
would at tho same time be perpetrating 
an iuvidious injustice upon a community 
only second in point of importance in tho 
Province. Happily there is in the Aot 
provision enabling tha subject to bo 
dealt with by Order iu Council, and there 
can hardly bo a doubt that tho represen- 
tations which have been mado to Ottawa 
within tho present week will result in 
existing establishments being protected. 
Iu following up theso representations and 
urging upon the authorities at Ottawa tho 
injustico and extremo unwisdom of leav- 
ing tli3 Act to bo onforced in its proBont 
form, wo would reapoetfully remind tho 
Canadian Premier of tho emphatic words 
in the old song sung with such unction 
by Englishman on occasion, and which 
may ring in the ears of tho Government 
as a warning:— 

"Uutdang their eyn if ever Iksy trlsy 
Tu rob ■ poor imu uf hit beer." 

To the general reader it is possible tho 
question may seem comparatively trivial; 
but it is just ouo of those questions cal- 
culated to create trouble and breed dis- 
affection towards tho Government out of 
all proportion to its own apparent in- 
trinsie importance. Before dismissing 
tho subject wc feel called upon to por- 
form au act of common justice, or rather 
foil an attempt to do gross injustice 
to tho Hon, Member for Vuncouvor, 
in connection with this matter. As that 
gentleman has already stated in a card 
published in another column, he stren- 
uously opposed, as might well bo imagin- 
ed, the provisions of tho Act ir> so far aa 
existing establishments are concerned, 
and he succeeded in obtaining tho pro- 
mise of tho Minister of Justice that "Vest- 
ed rights shall be respected." Why that 
promise has not been kept remains to bo 
seen. Possibly the circumstance of that 
Minister having immediately thereafter 
retired from tho Government to take the 
appointment of Chief Justice of Quebec 
may account for what is doubtless an 
oversight; but, bo that as it rnay.aince the 
fact of no provision having been mado for 
tho protection of vested rights in this 
Pro\ in co became known hero, the membor 
for Vancouver has been most indefatig- 
able in his efforti to have tho matter put 
right— efforts which wo have every confi- 
donco will be crowned with success. Bo 
far, therefore, from that gonllom&n re- 
ceiving "rough handling" from tho folks 
of Nanaimo, as has boon so unjustifiably 
intimated might b« the case, ho will mer- 
it their thanks.

Ho struck Bovoral blows 
when a fearful explosion occurred. The 
greasy substance on tho tin proved to bo 
nitro-glycerine. Mrs. Doyo was blown 
into tho lake, while Doyo himself was 
blown towards tho storn of tho boat. Their 
injuries woro terrible, tho flosh in places 
being Stripped from tho bones; and thoir 
rocovory is doubtful.

RECIPROCITY. 

Text of the New Treaty. 

The ioxt of tho proposed Reciprocity 
Troaty has beon published under official 
sauction. It is altogether too lengthy for 
our columns, but tho following aro its 
loading provisions:— 

The first and second articles givo to tho 
respective countries tho right of free fish- 
ing and drying and curing fish on each 
other's sea coasts. Shell fish are rosorv- 
ed from the operation of the Treaty, as al- 
so aro tho salmon, shad, and other fisher- 
ies in the rivers and mouths of rivers. 
Tho right of fishing conceded to British 
subjects on tho United Statos coasts floes 
not extend to fisheries situated south of 
tho 39th parallel. 

By Article 3, places reserved on tho 
coast of oitber country from the common 
right of fishing under the Treaty of 1854 
are to bo so reserved under tho new Troa- 
ty. 

By Article -1. provision is made for the 
gradual reduction of the duties imposed 
at tho date of thu Treaty upon certain ar- 
ticles, tho growth or produce of cither 
country, named in the schedules append? 
cd denominated respectively, Schedules 
A, B, and C. The reduction to tr.keplaco 
as follow* in oithor country simultaneous- 
ly: — From tho first day of July, 1875, to 
tho 30th day of Juno, 187(3, only two- 
thirds of tho present duties will beloviod; 
from tho first day of July, 187G, to tho 
30th of Juno, 1877, only ouo third of the 
present duties will be levied; and from 
the first of July, 1877, tho said articlos 
are to bo admitted duty froo. No highor 
duty is to bo imposed eithor by Canada 
or tho Unitod States upon other articles, 
tho growth, produce, or manufacture of 
oither country, not enumerated in the 
schedule boforo mentioned than are re- 
spectively imposed on tho like articles 
the growth, produce or manufacture of 
Great Britain or any other country. 

By Article 5 Canada agreos to enlarge 
at her own cost the onnals lying between 
Lako Erie and Montreal, so as to admit 
nf tho passage of vessels drawing twelve 
feot of water, tho locks to be not less than 
270 foot in longth, 45 feot in width, and 
12 foet in depth, on the mitre sill. The 
St. Lawrence is also to bo deepened so as 
to allow the pasHRge of vossels drawing 12 
feot of water in the sevoral reaches lying 
between tho canals wherever necessary. 
This work is to bo completed by the first 
of January, 1880. 

By Article 6 Canada agrees to construct 
on or before the first of January, 1880, 
the work known as the Caughuawa Canal, 
to connect the St. Lawrence with Lake 
Champlain, with the same stipulation as 
to draught of water and lookago as apply 
to the existing oanals. The Govornment 
of the Unitod States agrees to urge upon 
the State of Now York to enlarge or, if 
neoassary, extend the oanal from White- 
hall to Albany, to tho same extent as the 
oanal last mentioned. The improvement 
of the Hudson Rivor navigation, in the 
same sonse, is also provided for. 

Article 7 throws open tho inland coast- 
ing trade to tho vossels of either coun- 
try. 

Article 8 provides for an equality of 
tolls levied on Canadian and American 
vessols passing through the oanals of the 
Dominion. Canada is to impose what 
tolls she pleases on shipping passing 
through her oanals, but without any din 
crimination as to tho destination of tho 
vessols, or whether one or moro canals bo 
passed. Tho St. Clair Flats Canal and 
Lakes Michigan and Champlain aro to bo 
free to tho vessels of both countries, and 
tho United States Government is to use 
its influence with tho States interested to 
secure to Canadian vessels tho uso of tho 
Erie, tho Whitehall, and tho Sault Ste. 
Marie Canals on terms of equality with 
citizens of tho United States. If those 
concessions bo uot granted, then tho uso 
qn oqual terms with Canadians of the 
Oanghnawaga Canal will be suspended. 

Articlo 9 provides for free trade in ships 
botweon tho two countries. 

By Articlo 10 it is agreed to appoint a 
joint commission for advising the erection 
and regulation of lighthouses on the 
Groat LakeB, 

Articlo 11 providos for a joint commis- 
sion for the propogation of fish in the in- 
land waters commun to both countries. 

By Article 12 it is provided that the 
stipulations of tho Treaty may be extend- 
ed to Newfoundland. 

Articlo 13 deolaros that tho Troaty shall 
bo in force for 21 years after the necessa- 
ry legislation has beon passed by tho sev- 
eral oontraoliug parties, and further until 
tho expiration of threo years after notice. 

Schedule A, consisting of the follow- 
ing natural products:

Fish of all kinds; fish products, and 
products of all other creatures living in 
tho water excopt fish preserved in oil; 
firewood; flax manufactured; flours and 
meals of all kinds; fruits, greon or dried; 
furs undressed. 

Grains of all kinds; gypsum, ground, 
uuground or calcined. 

Hay; homp, unmanufactuied; hides; 
horns, 

Lard; lime. 

Malt; manures; marble — stone, slate or 
granite, wrought or unwrought; meat — 
fresh, smoked or salted. 

Ores; all kind of metals. 

Pelts; peas — whole or split; petroleum 
oil — crude or refined, or benzole; pitoh; 
paints; poultry of all kinds; bagu of all 
kinds, rioe. 

Salt, seeds, shrubs, skins, straw. 

Tallow, tar, timber and lumber of all 
kinds, round, bowed and sawed, maim 
facturodin wholoorin part; tobacc.%un- 
manufactured; tow, unmanufactured; tur 
pontine; trees. 

Vegetables, wool. 

Schedule B, consisting of tho follow
